CONSERVATION authorities in West Vir- 
ginia have found a new use for anaes- 
thetics—in clipping the fins of trout for 
stream identification. To anesthetize the 
trout, workers place them in a solution 
containing a drug. After about 45 sec- 
onds the fish are asleep. They are then 
removed and a ventral fin snipped off 
after which they are placed in fresh 
water where they revive in about a min- 
ute. This method of handling saves time 
and avoids injury to the fish through 
handling. At the Edray hatchery workers 
clipped 3,500 trout in eight hours, a task 
which under the old methods would 
have required four days.

The all-around gun dog? There isn’t any. 


But there’s a specialist for you somewhere, 


and this should help you find him 


By HENRY P. DAVIS 


j W.... the American hunter has 


long been looking for is not a good 

five-cent cigar. It is the ideal all-around 
gun-dog! And his chances of finding it 
are far more remote than the return of 
a good nickel stogie, because “there 

~ ain't no such animal.” The best hunting 
dogs have always been, and always will 
be, specialists. re 

Several breeds have been imported 

into America with much fanfare, only to 
fall far short of their advance publicity. 
The Airedale terrier was widely her- 
alded as able to do “anything any other 
dog can do and then lick the other 
dog.” He is a versatile dog and enjoyed 
quite a vogue. . . until the American 
sportsman discovered that his nose was 
not nearly so keen as a hound’s, that he 
was a wash-out as a “tree dog” and his 
desire to hunt had to be encouraged. 
He did live up to his reputation as a 
fighter, though. 

I fell for the purple passages of 
propaganda myself and had one of the 
first kennels of Airedales in Arkansas. 
My dogs could fight ‘coons, but they 
couldn’t unravel a trail fast enough and 
their yapping sounded sour notes in the 
hound pack I hunted them with. No 
dog, however, makes a more faithful 
companion than the Airedale. 

The German short-haired pointer is 
another “furriner” highly advertised as 
the ideal hunting dog. True, he has an 
excellent nose, a well-developed point- 
ing instinct, retrieves well from land or 


water, and will trail game. But he lacks 
the dash, range and speed of the setter 
or pointer. Don’t sell him short, though, 
for he'll pay for his keep in any man’s 
kennel. He is a rather plodding worker, 
but his choke-bore nose will put game 
in the bag. The short hair is growing in 
popularity. : 

The Weimaraner is the latest impor- 
tation which comes heralded as a dog 
of great promise in the hunting field. He 
may do all that is claimed for him in 
German covers or under the German 
nanner of hunting, but not many owners 
have yet seen fit to place their Wei- 
maraners in public field competition 
with pointers and setters or Brittany 
spaniels. Maybe they'll come around to 
this later. Just now bench shows and 
obedience trials seem to. occupy the 
greater portion of this breed’s activity 
and the claim of “ideal” hunting dog 
has been rather soft-pedaled. 

To expect any one breed to produce 
the one all-around gun dog is like ex- 
pecting'a hen to lay a Spanish omelet. 
Our dogs must hunt too many different 
kinds of game under various conditions 
of terrain, cover and temperature fluctu- 
ations. To take full advantage of all the 
opportunities offered in the American 
hunting field, the sportsman would need 
a kennel full of specialists. But the ay- 
erage hunter can keep only one, gener- 
ally of the breed best.adapted for use 
in his favorite form of hunting. The 
problem, then, is: Which dog should he

they can be trained to run rabbits, fox, 
bear, mountain lion and deer, but 
through generations of selective breed- 
ing and intensive training, they have 
become the highly prized ’coon dogs of 
today. These strains are known as the 
redbone, the blue-ticked, the treeing 
Walker and the black-and-tan coon- 
hound. The black-and-tan is the only 
one of the group recognized by the 
American Kennel Club as a distinct 
breed. Nevertheless, the redbone and 
blueticked hounds have been bred for 
many years and all four of these breeds 
have won their spurs in uncounted 
thousands of valiant ’coon chases. 

If I tried to pick one of these four 
breeds as the best, I would only bring 
down the wrath of those who prefer

experience with all but the treeing 
Walker, and have seen good, bad and 
indifferent individuals in each breed. So 
the choice simmers down to individual 
preferences. The redbone is generally 
the smallest of the group. The black- 
and-tan has perhaps the best voice. The 
blue-tick is a smart looking, rugged dog. 
All may be used on wildcat, lynx and 
mountain lion. And when an individual 
shows particular proficiency on moun- 
tain lion he becomes almost priceless. 
For fox hunting, my personal choice 
is the Walker hound. Those words are 
heresy, perhaps, to the champions of 
the Trigg, July, Goodman and various

Water 
In Sight!

Hes recently, pollution fouled the 
waters of Rhode Island. Beautiful Nar- 
a aSeut Bay, our finest natural re- 
source, into which nearly all Rhode Is- 
land waters empty, had become an open 
sewer carrying billions of gallons of 
human sewage plus industrial waste of 
every hue and odor, with large quanti- 
ties of deadly oil added for good 
measure. 

We had had anti-pollution laws for 
years but no one attempted to enforce 
them. The easiest and cheapest way to 
dispose of waste products was to dump 
them in the river. And dump them we 
did. On January 1, 1947, fearful of epi- 
demic, the state closed the waters of the 
upper bay, thereby practically ending 
our famous shellfish industry, .Shellfish 
concerns and workers, fishermen, sports- 
men, yachtsmen, and aroused citizens, 
realizing that it must be “now or never,” 
decided to fight the battle of pollution 
once and for all. But how? We'd been 
“fighting’—mostly by talking, as had 
conservationists all over the country— 
for 20 years or more with pollution 
growing steadily worse. In times of 
great emergency in this country ideas 
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have arisen to meet the need, and out 
of a growing indignation came a brand 
new anti-pollution idea, 

Instead of asking for cleanliness, bet- 
ter fishing, bathing, general conservation 
and a measure of decency—and getting 
nowhere—we decided:to base our cam- 
paign upon the twin- premise of health 
and politics—and to take off the gloves. 
The new idea worked. In less than two 
years every sizeable community in 
Rhode Island has an anti-pollution proj- 
ect under way in some form, Compared 
to the usual crawling rate of anti-pollu- 
tion progress, the new plan has shown 
jet propelled speed. This country has 
had pollution for 300 years; Rhode 
Island has had anti- -pollution laws for 
80 years. In combatting pollution two 
years is a short period in which to ac- 
complish major changes. A great deal 
of work lies ahead, but the steam is up 
and we're rolling, with our people vot- 
ing, borrowing, and backing the anti- 
pollution crusade to the limit. 

The Rhode Island Plan can be re- 
duced to a formula: 

1, Tell the people the frightening 
truth about pollution.

2. Threaten every politician with 
loss of his job unless he sincerely su 
ports the anti-pollution movement. 

Most people have no idea of 

dangerous water pollution that exis S 
right in their own communities. ¢ 
clean Americans realize that the wat 
they and their children use and drir 
carry disease, including infantile pa 
alysis, they will want changes made- 
and soon. Here is our prescription. 
has worked wonderfully for us, and j 
any other state can adapt our prograi 
to its own needs—well, that’s what thi 
is written for. 

First assemble a committee whos 
members truly want to crusade again: 
pollution, One of the committee, 
least, must have a good sense of pub 
licity—for that’s the principal weapon: 
and he must be willing to work. Yor 
committee must be completely free 
politics, not wanting anything from | 
owing anything to it. You must have 
non-political body working with pol 
ticians, for there are no others wil 
whom you can deal. Your committ 
must be fair, fearless, anxious to pra 


¢ from exposing whatever wrong is 
und deserving the limelight of public 
inion. 

The next step is to get the full facts 
yout your pollution, never forgetting 
at these facts must be entirely ac- 
wate, Then gather support from varied 
terests. We had representatives of our 
fedical Society, A. F. Ofer ela Os 
ervice Organizations, the Legion, Vet- 
ans of Foreign Wars, Grange, League 
f Women Voters, Parent-Teachers, 
hambers of Commerce, Wildlife Fed- 
‘ation, Federated Sportsmen’s Clubs, 
ssociated Industries, Ducks Unlimited, 
iellfish dealers, salt water fishing 
lubs, yacht clubs, Oyster Institute, out- 
oor writers and others. 

Enroll any group that wants clean 
nd healthy waters.

Then really spread the 
ollution news! 

If the people want new laws or bet- 
sx enforcement or any other reforms 
jey can get them by combining in 
leir requests or demands.

them co-operative, for they want to hold 
their jobs. 

The people, because they can retain 
or fire their public servants at regular 
intervals via the vote, are the real bosses 
of the office holders and, once the polit- 
ical gentlemen know what the public 
wants, theyll play on the right team. 
Your backers, workers, contributors, 
well wishers and office holders are real- 
ly your stockholders and they deserve 
reports on your progress, or lack of it, 
at regular intervals. We are positive 
that any results you may gain will fade 
away and die from lack of sustained 
interest unless the subject of anti-pol- 
lution is kept before the people. 

Be fair in your reports, but don’t pull 
any punches. Once. you've won some 
victories or have anti-pollution legisla- 
tion under way, recruit an Information 
Committee. Our Information Committee 
reports every ninety days through paid 
advertising in the press. In our opinion, 


your strongest appeal will come from 
telling the public:about the danger of 
disease, particularly infantile paralysis, 
from contact with water polluted by 
human sewage. In 1948 we witnessed 
a startling improvement in the infantile 
paralysis situation. 

Nation-wide, the five-year average 
number of cases has been 12,342 per 
year, Nation-wide, 1948 was the second 
worst polio year with 27,677 cases, an 
increase of 124 per cent. In Rhode Is- 
land there were 138 polio cases in 1947, 
In 1948 (excluding Block Island where 
we do not work) we had six. Rhode Is- 
land polio dropped 96 per cent in the 
year that the nation was up 124 per 
cent! In 1948 Rhode Island had the low- 
est polio rate in the country. 

We are not medical men. We know 
nothing about polio. We have no idea 
of what will happen in 1949 but we 
can read. Dr. Edward A. Piszcek, Chi- 
cago Health Director, according to the 
Congressional Record, said: “Evidence 
has been found to show that the virus 
of infantile paralysis can be abundantly 
spread in polluted water by improper 
disposal of human sewage . . . recovery 
of poliomyelitis virus from the sewer col- 
lection systems of New York, Detroit, 
Charleston, S. C., and Chicago gives 
further evidence to the fact that the 
germs of infantile paralysis may be 
found in human sewage.”

a lot of anglers are going to be looking 
for a good ee If accurate catch figures 
per angler were available it would be a 
fairly simple matter to choose water 
that is highly productive but in the case 
of most lakes, especially the larger ones, 
such information cannot be Sbuined: 
Normally an angler must choose a lake 
by reports ont other fishermen or ac- 
counts in newspapers and magazines— 
or by seeing the water and deciding 
that it looks. inviting. Assuming a fish- 
erman is seouting around for a new 
spot, what should he look for . . . and 
what questions should he ask? 

The kind of water a fisherman seeks 
depends to a certain extent upon what 
method he’s going to use. Let’s assume 
our angler is a bait caster. That means 
he'll want a fair amount of open water 
where he can work without having his 
lure and fish fouled up in weeds. He 
will want a lake where there is either 
a shoreline which offers protective hid- 
ing places or large shallow stretches in 
the five to 12-foot depth which is best 
for casting success. If a lake is deep and 
the fish are feeding near the bottom 
casting will be spotty or difficult and re- 


_sults for the average fisherman will be 


poor. 
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CHOOSE YOUR LAKE

Here’s what the angler shoul 


look for in choosing a new lake to fis 


If a lake is deep but. has a good 
shoreline, fringed with weeds and over- 
hanging branches the results from cast- 
ing should be better. If a lake has a 
good shoreline with a lot of protective 
cover and is blessed with many bars and 
offshore shallows which provide addi- 
tional casting area it should rank as a 
top lake for bait casting. The area of 
offshore bars and flat sections in the 
right depth range is so much larger than 
that of a shoreline that a lake with good 
offshore water need not have the latter 
to be an excellent producer. However, 
such lakes usually have good shorelines 
as well. 

It works out, too, that the lakes with 
large offshore areas of good casting and 
feeding water, all other conditions be- 
ing equal, will produce more bass than 
the other types. They usually produce 
other species in abundance—perch or 
other panfish if not walleyes, pike or 
pickerel. If other conditions are similar 
the number and size of the bass in a 
lake will depend upon the food avail- 
able for them. Most bass food is to be 
found in water.that has a fair amount of 
vegetation but is not choked with it and 
in water where the sun’s rays can pene- 
trate to make the plants healthy.

THE HONOR of being the first to 
enter a fish in the new $6,500 prize 
fishing contest announced in OUT- 
DOORS last month was won by Rob- 
ert Moyes of Belgrade, Me.

Helgramites and Bass 


NE oF the more effective baits for 

bass, particularly for the small- 
mouths, is the helgramite. These under- 
water insects grow to be about three 
inches long. They are black or dark 
brown with six legs behind the head 
and a sort of fringe down each side of 
their slender, soft bodies. They have a 
powerful pair of nippers at their bus- 
iness end. Their nip can surprise you 
and hurt a bit if one catches you off 
guard but nips can easily be avoided 
by handling them carefully. The best 
way to hook a helgramite is with a small 
and fairly short shanked hook through 
the collar just behind the head. This 
collar is tough and will hold them for a 
reasonably vigorous cast and, so hooked, 
they will live a long time and be much 
more lively and attractive. Helgramites 
should not be kept in water but in damp 
moss or leaves in a cool place. Like all 
insects they should have good ventila- 
tion if they are to be kept for any length 
of time. 

Unlike most underwater larval forms 
the helgramite does not mature from 
egg to flying insect in a single year but 
the underwater stage with them lasts 
for three years. At the end of that per- 
iod the helgramite hatches into a Dob- 
son fly and becomes airborne. 

Helgramites, like other nymphs that 
live under rocks in the stream beds, can 
be caught easiest by holding a piece of 


diameter at both ehds of the loop 


qanitoe: over the rocks directly abot 


larvae down against the sereen and hold 
them there until the screen can be lifted 
and the baits collected. 

There has been a question in the 
minds of some trout fishermen.as to the 
effectiveness of helgramites as bait for 
their favorite fish. Trout will take hel 
gramites. I've taken them from the 
stomachs of trout and have caught trout 
on them. In some streams and at certain 
times they seem to be an exceptionally 
effective trout bait. 4 


Trim Your Fly Line 
Mo oF the fly fishermen who come 


to me for advice on how to make 
their fly rods put out a fair cast are 
troubled by the same complaint. They 
have put the fly line onto their reels just 
as it came from the manufacturer with- 
out trimming off the long section of fine 
level line that is usually found at each 
end, In my experience best results 
have been obtained by trimming off the 
fly line at the point where the forward 
taper ends..Sometimes this means tak- 
ing off six feet or more of this fine level 
line. When this is done the casting prob- 
lem disappears. 
In order to find the end of the tape 

it is necessary only to loop the line back 
upon itself for about a foot and com 
pare diameters with the naked eye as 
they lie side by side. The loop can be 


slid along until the line maintains its

Where the taper ends the line should be 
cut and the light level section should be 
discarded. This fine, light line, because 
it has so little weight gives the angler 
nothing to work with in his casting and 
it is not until the heavier line behind it 
is out of the guides that sufficient line 
weight for easy casting can be achieved,

read Lee Wulff’s article in the June is- 
sue of Ovurpoors saying light tackle 
didn’t give the fish as much chance as 
heavier tackle, I sold my 38-ounce fly 
rods and broke out this 6-ounce club 
that I used to use only for bass-bugging. 

“In fact, I do just about everything 
I can to give the fish the advantage, 
mechanically. And then I try to substi- 
tute streamcraft and skill and strategy 
and stalking and sagacity—enough to 
make up for the handicap. And when 
I catch a trout, I know it isn’t because 
my tackle was foolproof but because 
over the years I’ve acquired a certain 
amount of skill in casting and under- 
standing of trout behavior in different 
types of water and all-around fishing 
know-how. Say—that’s a horrible-look- 
ing fly over there in that corner of 
your box!” 

“Tt sure is,” I said. “I’ve tried it eight 
or ten times and never had a trout show 
the slightest interest in it. In fact, it 
often scares trout clear out of a pool.” 

“Hand it over, mister,” said the man. 
I did, and he happily added it to his 
own ghastly collection, said good-bye 
and went on his way. 

Later that day I met another man 
who told me that the guy I’d met was 
known far and wide to be crazy as a 
bedbug. 

Tm not so sure.

Dr, Edward J. West of the Charles 
V. Chapin Memorial Hospital, where 
Rhode Island’s .victims of our 1947 
polio epidemic were treated, warned of 
polio danger, saying that swimming in 
polluted waters definitely is to risk ex- 
posure to the virus of polio, He further 
said that during that summer (1947) 
four or five of the first cases, which 
came from the Barrington section, were 
children who had been bathing off that 
shore. Commenting on these cases Dr. 
West further said: “Water definitely 
had something to do with the disease.” 

Our water was not much cleaner in 
1948 than before, and it won't be until 
the new disposal plants are completed 
and working. We know that much 
more chlorine, the powerful disinfect- 
ant, was used in 1948 than before. In 
view of the results we feel that every 
mother in the state will want the use of 
chlorine kept up in 1949. 

There’s a great and growing move- 
ment on across this wonderful land of 
ours to reclaim our shameful, dirty, dis- 
ease-laden waters, to make them pure 
and fit for the generations of Americans 
who will follow us. -

‘vision. Suppose, for example, that you 


live in Ohio, and catch a 5-lb. large- 
mouth bass. That fish wouldn’t stand a 
chance against bass from areas where 
largemouths grow pot bellies, but it’s a 
good fish in Ohio. So you enter it, and 
our calculator tells us that it scores 
22.47 points (the weight of the fish di- 
vided by the record weight of 22%). 

Now suppose a friend of yours lands 
a 3%-pound brook trout from an Ohio 
stream, and enters it in the Ourpoors 
Big Fish Contest. His catch goes in the 
Ohio Division, of course, and our calcu- 
lating machine gives it a score of 22.41 
(34 divided by the record brook trout 
weight of 14% pounds). That puts your 
bass ahead of your friend’s trout, so 
your fish leads his in the Ohio Division.

stinctively, I ripped free of the clutch- 
ing suckers, 

The gulls were scattered, now, but

Weakfish is probably the most common 
but it’s libelous, because the only thing 
about him that’s weak is the soft mouth 
which demands careful handling once 
he’s on your line. 

One of my early experiences with 
squet stands out clearly in memory. 
Brother and I had a catboat and Satur- 
day nights we were in the habit of taking 
a couple of young fellows and sailing 
down to Potter’s Cove to stay over night. 
Sail down and tied up I took some blan- 
kets and bedded down on the cockpit 
floor while the rest of the crew slept be- 
low. 

Fish were jumping all around. I didn’t 
go to sleep, Finally one hit the side of 
the boat, That was too much, There was 
a fresh water fly rod aboard and a reel 
with a moderate amount of line, also 
some hooks but no lure. I rigged up, 
however, putting a piece of a white shirt 
tail a few inches long on the hook and 
then, sitting on the cabin top, made 
what was meant to be a cast. Nothing 
doing, as I confidently expected. I cast 
again—again. 


Set up a chum line, joint up your fly rod 


and find out what the squet can really do

Wham! The rod was nearly jerked out 
of my startled hands as the ship’s clock 
struck four bells—two o'clock in the 
morning. I had no skill to call upon but 
the gear held and so did I. 

In pure self defense I walked up and 
down the deck of the boat, following the 
fish as best I could. When he would go 
around the bow, I would lie down on 
deck and pass the rod from one hand to 
the other under the anchor line. Every 
time he took me aft, I shouted at my 
sleeping companions with absolutely no 
results whatsoever. 


INALLY, after what seemed-a couple of 

hours the fish weakened but, sensing 
his weight, I was afraid my gear wouldn't 
stand any landing strain so with one 
hand I pulled our little tender alongside 
and sitting on the deck submerged it 
with my feet. This done, I towed the fish 
which I was positive was at least a shark 
into the flooded tender. Then by cau- 
tiously baling with a bucket till the tend- 
er rails came out of water a few inches 
I triumphantly grabbed my exhausted 
fish, just as the clock struck five bells. It 


proved to be a 10%-pound squeteague. 

Squeteague are taken in different lo- 
calities by different methods. In some 
places trolling is the accepted manner,” 
but the classic Narragansett Bay, R. 1, 
procedure is to still fish for squet at the 
head of a chum line. 4 

In the upper bay there are four or five 
popular locations served by three boat 
liveries. Nayatt, the Warren River, waa 
wick Neck and Greenwich Bay are the 
hot spots along with Providence Point 
and the gut between Patience and ia 
dence Islands. 

Shrimps are the universal bait. In the’ 
old days great stiff “telephone poles” 
were used. Some still use them but they” 
furnish a minimum of fun and lose morn 
fish than the lighter gear which is ap- 
pearing every year. 

My fishing companions and I use noth- 
ing: but fly rods and long leaders. School 
squet run from one to four pounds so a 
rig that will handle trout and black bass 
will be fine. We formerly used large 
hooks, either leaded or carrying a siz~ 
able pearl ornament as part of the shank, 
We always fished with brightly colored

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it surely was exciting to see 
rizontal float suddenly assume an 
right position and start off smartly in 
ponse to the unseen power. After an 
n-the-surface journey of a few yards the 
sobber would suddenly dive out of sight 
which was the signal for one of those 
gentle twists of the wrist that would 
vearly break the squet’s neck. 

But now the tendency is toward light 
ackle and live lines, so now we use a 
yumber 4 hook and no float. Once an- 
shored with the tide running let a few 
shrimp go overboard at a time, at a rate 
which will keep a steady slow stream 
loating away on the tide. Many times 
you will chum for a quarter of an hour 
yr more with no results, and usually just 
about the time you think there’s no squet 
around you will hear or see a fish break 
vigorously as he pounces upon one of 
your floating shrimp. 

At this stage they are in your chum 
line and coming steadily toward your 
boat. Keep the chum going. The double- 
dyed crime of squet fishing is to go 
through an established chum line for this 
can and does put the squet down, maybe 
for hours. Never be guilty of this crime. 
If some ignorant fisherman or yachtsman 
does it to you, profanity won't help but 
it probably won't be charged up against 
you, for the provocation is great thereof. 

The best bait consists of shrimp in 
varying quantities. Some use five, some 
three, some just one shrimp. Many rein- 
force the shrimp with a mummy. There 
are many ideas and opinions, some of 
which are good, some poor, and all posi- 
tive. Let your lure out fifty to a hundred 
feet from the boat. Keep it moving. Reel 
in and let it out. Many strikes occur as 
your lure drops back into the chum line. 
Try different depths. When there is a 


fish on be sure to keep the chum going as 
the squet is being played so that you 
may hold the rest of the school in the 
chum line. 

The newest and many times the best 
way to take squet is with flies. There are, 
of course, favored patterns but any bright 
or light colored streamer will do. When 
squet fishing is good it can be furious. 
Catches of upwards of a hundred to the 
boat are not uncommon. Many fish are 
kept and given to friends who, while 
happy with week-old fish from a market, 
are scared to death of fresh fish that you 
give them, with the result that many fine 
squet end up whole in garbage cans. 
Squet are fine fish. It will be lots wiser 
and more fun to toss back those you are 
not positive can be used to advantage. 
Anyway, it’s grand salt water fishing. 
You'll like it. 


Try Eels 


re and eelskins, used for years along 
the north Atlantic coast as lures to 
attract striped bass and bluefish, are 
equally successful for many other 
species, Gulf Stream fishermen have dis- 
covered that dolphin, amberjack and 
school tuna will fall for an eelskin or 
rigged eel when other lures fail to do 
the job. 

To give a rigged eel the skin fish love 
to touch, scrape it with a piece of broken 
glass. The bluish hue imparted to the 
eel by this operation improves its catch- 
ing ability one hundred percent. No

PERSPECTIVE TN PICTURES 


By ALBERT D. SIMMONS, CAMERA EDITOR 


A proper use of perspective will give a third-dimensional quality to your photos 


| classic example of what is 


meant by perspective is the way the 
rails appear to come together at a dis- 
tant point when one views them from 
the middle of the track; the humorous 
example is the picture of the fellow 
with his feet on a desk—the picture, 
made with the camera close to the feet, 
makes the shoes appear giant size. In 
spite of what has been said about the 
camera not lying, the “big feet” pic- 
ture shows that the camera is capable 
of stretching the truth right along with 
the best of fishin’ tall tales. 

Take a canoe, for example. Before a 
photographer who knows his job, it can 
be made to appear as big as a battle- 
ship—a very low angle shot close to the 
bow would do that—or he can haul off 
and shoot it with a telephoto lens and 
make the canoe as insignificant as a 
log floating on the water. In other 
words, a camera can be used to make 
small objects appear big, big objects 
bigger, or the wide open spaces wider, 
just as well as the fellow who draws 
them that way. 

There are times when a_ slight 
amount of exaggeration is desirable in 
a picture; it adds depth or what we 
know as the third dimensional quality. 
The picture before you of the boy. and 
girl in a canoe was made with this in 
mind. The bow of the canoe is slightly 
exaggerated. : 

Picturing a canoe is not quite as 
simple as it appears at first glance. If 
you take a side view, you are likely to 
come up with a flat picture lacking 
perspective. The bow-on angle, too, 
can be a failure unless you know some 
of the tricks. The important thing to 
watch is the depth of field (near sharp 
—far sharp focus). 

Let’s say the canoe to be pictured is 
a 15-footer; the same length as the 
one used for the photograph repro- 
duced. Standing slightly to one side of 
the bow, you first frame your picture. 
In order to exaggerate the bow of the 
canoe, holding the camera at hip- 
height rather than eye level does’ the 
trick. Now check your depth of field. 
If you are using a reflex type view 
camera, you can check the image on 
the ground glass. Watch the bow and 
the stern of the canoe, making sure 
that they are in sharp focus. If you are 
too close to the bow, you may not be 
able to get them both in sharp focus 
at the same time and so you step back 
a pace or two, 

Critical focusing at close range is 
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bound to throw your background out 
of focus, but since you are photograph- 
ing the canoe, the background does 
not count in detail. As a matter of fact 
throwing it out of focus helps your pic- 
ture because the sharp detail of the 
young fisherman in the bow is in direct 
contrast with the out-of-focus back- 


ground, This contrast adds further depth 
to the picture. 

Since a canoe is such an easy craft 
to move from one place to another, 


there is no reason why it can't be 
placed to best advantage. Grasses of 
pickerel weeds (pictured) make a much 
more interesting foreground than 4 
dock or pebble beach; reflections in 
still water add a good background 
touch. If your canoe happens to be an 
aluminum one and the sun is bright, 
be sure to use a medium yellow filtet 
(K-2 was used here) in front of your 
lens. This filter tones down the bright 
objects in a picture.

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SAFETY ARDOUE 


By ELON JESSUP, BOATING EDITOR 


LTHOUGH it is not my wish to be- 
A come a calamity howler, I'd like 
to remind you that boats now and 
then tip over. Short of a hurricane, 
they rarely if ever do so when left to 
their own devices. It is ingrained in a 
boat’s nature to ride right side up. Her 
cargo is what makes the difference, gen- 
erally in the form of human beings, 
sometimes thoughtless or reckless, more 
often blissfully ignorant of what they 
are doing. 

I'm willing to argue that boating is 
one of the safest of all forms of recrea- 
tion, but also that those engaged are re- 
quired to go to some slight trouble in 
order to make it so. I consider my 
chances of living to a hale and hearty 
old age considerably better when han- 
dling a small boat with open water 
ahead than when dodging a series of 
near-collisions on a -highway ashore. 
Still, unfortunately, accidents happen 
on water, too. 

They rarely take the form of col- 
lisions, and let us be thankful for that.

Don’t overload or overpower 


your boat and learn the rules of the road 


Heavy fog seems to be about the only 
plausible excuse. When collisions do oc- 
cur it is generally because of such fac- 
tors as neglect of carrying lights at 
night, misunderstanding of signals at 
any time or unfamiliarity with rules of 
the road. A good working knowledge of 
these latter regulations can be acquired 
by any one in about five minutes. 

Fire? So far as inboard boats are con- 
cerned, this is the worst of the lot. Out- 
board powered boats enjoy a happier 
position. The fire hazard becomes so 
greatly reduced that federal regulations 
release outboarders from the usual obli- 
gation of carrying fire extinguishers. 
Even so, an outboarder can’t lose and 
he might gain by having a small ex- 
tinguisher aboard—those dollar beer-can 
shaped rigs sold by drug stores look an 
outboard natural. 

For, if the fire hazard is greatly re- 
duced, it is by no means eliminated. 
Now and then an outboard catches fire. 
Flick away your cigaret before starting 
to mix the fuel or fill the tank and also 
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be mindful of any loose wire and a pos- 
sible spark. Before restarting, wipe off” 
any gasoline that may have spilled ons 
the motor. F 

The case of lifesaving gear is an- ; 
other matter. On all federal waters, out- 
boarders are required to carry some” 
form of lifesaving device for each per- 
son aboard: life preserver, ring buoy or” 
buoyant cushion. Cushions are the usual ] 
choice, worth having aboard for sitting 
comfort alone. Common sense suggests 
that waters not included in this federal 
regulation be treated in similar fashion. 
Children should wear life-jackets, as 
should adults engaged in stock boat rae- 
ing or operating a boat all alone. It’s 
easier to fall overboard than you may 
realize, especially when the co-pilot is 
running the ship. 

All in all, the thoroughness with 
which you equip a boat with an eye to 
various eventualities that probably won't 
occur but might, will contribute appre- 
ciably to boating safety. Figure it out 
beforehand and be there with suitable

motor may fail. Where is the tool kit, 
together with some spares? The motor 
may jump the transom. Why didn’t ‘you 
think to chain it down? 

It is reassuring to know that most 
outboard powered boats will float even 
when filled with water and the motor 
still attached, a highly important ad- 
vantage. Hang on, stay by the boat till 
help arrives—that’s the first and last rule 
of safety if such an eventuality ever oc- 
curs. But why let it occur? Here we 
might embark upon another list of fac- 
tors, including a gamble with the 
weather which you've lost, the mistake 
of judging certain waters by their calm- 
est moments instead of their roughest, 
the choice of an unseaworthy boat for 
those waters, neglect to ballast properly 
before leaving the pier, and so on. 

Yet, amidst all this and more, two 
specific causes of water accidents are 
worth taking up in detail. As the result 
of a recent survey conducted by the 
Outboard Boating Club of America, es- 
pecially. high rating in occurrence is 
given these two. One is what the report 
defines as “misunderstanding of a boat’s 
potential load capacity”, or in other 
words, “overloading”. The other is too 
much outboard motor power attached to 
a hull never designed to take that much. 
This is commonly called “overpower- 

Although “overloading” sounds pretty 
obvious, there’s more than meets the 
eye. Seasoned boatmen consistently 
avoid it or if they do overload through 
sheer necessity, they are fully aware of 
the fact and also take precautionary 
measures. But how about a less exper- 
ienced public? You see them drive to a 
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boat rental place like circus day, there- 


after to crowd aboard a hired skiff till 
gunwales come within about an inch of 
shipping water. 

The State of Minnesota strives to pro- 
tect these innocents from their unreal- 
ized follies by a regular inspection of all 
rental boats, specifying the number of 
passengers and no more permitted in 
each. This system appears to be most 
successful in reducing boating acidents. 
Countrywide, the trend is undoubtedly 
toward more boating restrictions of this 
general sort, which may be the only al- 
ternative if people refuse to use common 
sense. And, say I, more is the pity. 
We've got too many laws already. 

Yet, you can get the point of view 
of the aforesaid innocents. They ap- 
proach a boat having a seating capacity 
for six or seven persons and who minds 
a little crowding? Like hopping a bus, a 
vacant seat is supposed to be sat upon, 
isn’t it. Well, not necessarily. A small 


boat is different. The chief purpose of a 
seat can be not for occupancy but to. 
serve as a thwart like the thwarts of a} 


canoe to strengthen the hull, actually to 
hold it together. Down East, in fact, 
there are never any “seats” in a small 
boat. They are always referred to as 
thwarts. 

This distinction between the seating 
capacity and actual safe carrying ca- 
pacity of a small boat is obviously im- 
portant. Some of the old line builders— 
Thompson Brothers for one, Penn Yan 
for another—practice the commendable 
custom of listing maximum loads of var- 
ious models in their catalogs, which lets 
you know well in advance just where 
you stand. For example, we note a 14- 
foot fishing boat with a safe load limit 
that stops at 500 pounds. It would be 
physically possible to crowd half a doz- 
en people aboard. Yet, figure it out for

the bow points to the sky and the stern” 
digs a big hole in the water. Occasional- ” 
ly, if the load is light, such a boat may 
go into a plane and real speed is ats 
tained, but the boat is still unstable. A 
quick turn may flip it completely over 
However you take it, you're asking for 
trouble. 
There’s also such a thing as under-— 
powering a boat, say hanging a 5 h. p. 
motor ona 10 h. p. hull. This cuts down 
on the performance of which that boat” 
is capable. Sometimes in a sense, the 
safety factor is involved, as in bucking 
head tides or strong winds that threaten 
to carry you on the rocks. More power 
may be actually needed. But in general, 
overpowering is more common than 
underpowering. It’s the overpowering 
that produces the crop of accidents. 
Boats in abundance have been es- 
pecially designed to match all figures ~ 
in outboard horse power, all the way 
from 1 to 50 hp. Choose the proper boat 
and motor combination; that’s the thing, 
Many people buy their boats and mo- 
tors at different times, which may be all 
right if they nicely match, but too often 
the result is a badly matched pair. The © 
best way whenever possible is to choose ~ 
the boat first, bearing in mind the spe- 
cial waters and purposes involved, then ~ 
selecting the motor best suited to power ~ 
it. 
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Trailer Variations i 
EVERAL interesting rigs derived from 
the trailer idea have recently ap- 
peared in boatdom., One of these goes by. 
the name of the Trav-L-Boat, a combina- 
tion boat and trailer, As a boat, the unit 
measures 14 feet in length but also 
breaks in the middle on disconnectabl 
hinges, thus offering the choice of eith:

As a trailer, the bow half of the unit 
inges back, bottom-up, covering the 
ern to make a 7-foot trailer.

The rig together with all 
onnections weighs 325 pounds. A single 
vivel wheel under the stern is its sole 
rm of traction. 

A comparable rig is one known as the 
‘win Port-A-Boat in 12- and 18-foot 
ngths, the after section in this case 
siding over the front section to form a 
losed luggage compartment. There are 
wo small wheels, one on either side 
midships, which are retractable. They 
ald up or can be taken off while afloat, 
2en ashore they are lowered into trail- 
1g position. 

Although generally applied to more 
onventional hull forms, two or three 
ther manufacturers make use of this 
dea of snapping wheels on and off, 
shore and afloat respectively.

THE DENCH RESTERS 


By COL. H. P. SHELDON, 


SHOOTING EDITOR 


Fhe constant search for eloser groups 


spurs on the brotherhood of the bench 


N THE matter of good clean fun I 
I doubt if many of us get more of it 

for our money than the bench rest 
shooters. Moreover, they have undoubt- 
edly had more to do in the dev elopment 
of the accuracy of the rifle and its am- 
munition than anyone else. 

They have been doing it for genera- 
tions and while I can quote no patos 
on the subject, the first of the bench 
shooters must have begun his pleasant 
and, to us, profitable labors very soon 
after the first patched ball was rammed 
down a spirally-grooved rifle barrel. He 
had to find out just how close his rifle 
would shoot. The offhand position 
wasn't good enough and even when he 
got down on his lean belly and rested 
his rifle on a log he was conscious of 
error and so he came at last to the 
bench rest. 

His rest was probably a crude affair 
compared to the modern version and so 
indeed was the rest of his equipment 
but the principle was the same. The 
bench allowed him to seat himself com- 
fortably in an upright position with his 
elbows resting upon a stable platform 
and the barrel resting across a blanket 
roll upon a sack of sand, It wasn’t nec- 
essary to grip the rifle or to press it hard 
against the shoulder, thus making it 
susceptible to the pulsations and muscu- 
lar tremors of the shooter’s body. With 

the left hand supporting the toe of the 

butt plate and the right hand at the grip 
and trigger guard only the slightest 
pressure was needed to bring the sights 
to bear on the target and ‘keep them 
there while the gun was fired. 

It was the next best thing to the ma- 
chine rest which came along later, and 
in one very important epnsideration I 
think that it is even a better method of 
testing accuracy than any machine rest 
is ever likely to be. The. machine rest 
has no brain; the proficient bench rest 
shooter has one and he uses it. As proof 
of the finest accuracy of which the rifle is 
capable I would much prefer to examine 
the groups made with it by an expert 
bench rest shooter than those shot from 
a machine rest. If I were one of those 
damned robots I'd be wise to choose the 
machine rest tests if I had wit enough 
in my cogs and flanges to know what 
was best for me, but 'm human. 
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There must be thousands upon thou- 
sands of bench resters in this country 
alone. Until recently they have carried 
on their work in solitary, satisfaction or 
in small groups. They ‘exchange infor- 
mation with others now and then as is 
the custom among connoisseurs. They try 
out and they test every rifle cartridge 
produced anywhere on earth and usual- 
ly decide that they can make a better 
one themselves and proceed forthwith 
to do so. There is not a single one of the 
best of our modern rifle cartridges, so 


far as I know, that does not owe it 
origin to the divine discontent, ingenu 
ity and patience of the bench res 
shooters, 

But even after a bench rester’s cart 
ridge has been taken up by one of thi 
big loading companies and put int 
production at a cost of a million dollar 
more or less, do you think the benel 
rester who made it is content? Not no 
ticeably so. He'll take the factory mad 
cartridge and design a better one or i 
he doesn’t, another bench rester will 


The bench resters have given us today’s precision arms and ammunition 
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_ . 
ure as hell’s afire. It always happens. 

The bench resters, or some of them, 
amed an association a few years ago— 
The Bench Rest Shooters’ Association. 
Ince each year each member packs his 
wboratory, tool shop, instruments of all 
inds, powder and powder scales, bul- 
sts and micrometer telescope sight and 
potting ‘scope and a 12- or 14-pound 
ile and with the caissons rolling along 
ehind the car, departs for Johnstown, 
Jew York, to engage in a decimal split- 
ing contest with other bench resters. 

They do not shoot for bullseyes, not 
hese brothers, they shoot for groups 
nd all they ask is that the group be on 
he paper, anywhere on the paper, so 
hat it can be measured to 1/1000 of an 
ach. The tightest group determines the 
vinner. The 1948 winner of the 100- 
ard clinic made a 5-shot group that 
neasured .187 of an inch. He was Claire 
Taylor of Pennsylvania, Sam Clark won 
he 200-yard trick with five shots in a 
541-inch group. That is incredibly good 
hooting and so close to perfection that 
ou'd think they'd let it go at that. But 
hey won’t and as sure as Messrs. Taylor 
ind Clark’s shooting, someone will 
sreak those amazing records. 

The cartridge that won the 1948 
match was- the Donaldson Wasp de- 
igned and developed by Harvey Don- 
idson, a bench rester, from the stand- 
ard Wasp cartridge as factory loaded. 
[he factory Wasp was, I believe, an 
idaptation of another bench | rester’s 
“wildcat.” 

These tests provide the final authori- 
ative proof of accuracy. The decisions 
siven in 1/1000 of an inch are final. 
This means that at the present writing 
the Donaldson Wasp is the most ac- 
curate rifle cartridge ever made. The 
Johnstown matches are well -worth 
watching, even though you are no 
bench rester but just an ordinary lay 
vifleman, for there you can see the 
shape of things to come in the ammu- 
nition you will buy over the counter a 
few years hence.

reasonably familiar with firearms and 
fully informed as to the rules of safety 
and especially of the importance of be- 
ing absolutely sure of the identification 
of his prospective target. A great many 
tragic accidents would be prevented if 
such a system could be adopted. 

But not all of them, for there are in- 
dividuals, apparently a considerable per- 
centage of the total, who are subject to 
hallucinations, an incapacity of which 
they themselves are unaware and which 
would not be detected by any standard 
test of fitness. 

A victim of this aberration may show 
no symptom of it until he starts hunting 
game with a gun in his hands. Then if 
he is hunting deer, for example, any ob- 
ject that catches his eye actually looks 
like a deer to him, even though it bears 
no slightest resemblance to that animal 
in form or color, The object can be red, 
black or blue; it can even talk like a 
man and waye its arms without dispell- 
ing the afflicted person’s illusion. Men 
and domestic animals of all sorts, colors 
and sizes standing in clear view have 
been deliberately shot down by hunters 
who suffer from this curious affliction, a 
fact that can be proved by examining 
the accounts of the circumstances at- 
tending these hunting accidents. Many 
of them are incredible. 

A few weeks ago a man was shot and 
seriously wounded by a load of number 
7 shot while he was shaking apples out 
of a tree in a back pasture. The victim 
wore a red shirt, his car, a “jeep,” was 
parked near the tree and his brother was 
standing nearby taking pictures with a 
kodak. The range must have been close; 
otherwise the small shot would not have 
inflicted serious damage.

endurance and determination Ill still 
take the Walker. Where the fox is con- 
sidered fair game to the gunner, as in 
New England, the story changes. The 
Buckfield and New England Native 
hounds have been the standbys for 
many, many years, and will probably re- 
main so. 

Good bear dogs are becoming more 
and more in demand. The Plott hound, 
developed in the Great Smokies of 
North Carolina and Tennessee, has been 
widely heralded in recent years as a 
top bear dog. And he has proved his 
‘merit in Michigan and Pennsylvania as 
well as on his native heath. But whether 
he outranks the black-and-tan or the 
blue-tick as a bear dog is a matter I am 
not prepared to discuss from personal 
experience. 

The upland game bird hunter should 
have no great difficulty in finding just 
what he wants in the American gun-dog 
kennel. If he wants to flush his own 
)irds, he should choose from the point- 
ing breeds. If he wants his dog to range 
close to the gun and flush the game for 
him, the spaniel breeds await his in- 
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pection. If he wants to do his gunning

from boat or blind, several breeds of re- 
trievers -are available. 

Among the pointing breeds, it is a 
toss-up between the English setter and 
the pointer. Both have qualities the 
other lacks, but both serve the gun 
equally well. The English setter was the 
first gun-dog to be used in this country, 
He is generally more affectionate than 
the pointer and is more apt to become a 
one-man dog. On the other hand, he 
develops more slowly and is somewhat 
more temperamental than the short-hair. 
Pointers can be “forced along” in their 
training, and largely for that reason 
they are winning most of the field trial 
honors today—simply because more of 
them are being entered. 

In cold weather and dense cover, the 
setter’s coat serves him in a good stead, 


whereas the pointer’s short hair offers, 


little protection. But in the warm South, 
where water is not so plentiful and burrs 
grow thick, the situation is reversed. 
Even so, I’ve seen some setters continue 
hunting in blistering weather when their 
pointer bracemates were looking for 
shade, I’ve also watched some pointers

The old “setter vs. pointer” argument | 


still continues in every town and hamlet 
where bird hunters reside, and it will 
continue as long as there are game birds 
for bird dogs to point. When the verbal 
smoke clears, two factors will remain in 
the boiled-out pot . . . individual prefer- 
ence and individual performance. 

. The Irish setter was once very popu- 
lar among American sportsmen, but in 
recent years he has become the darling 
of the bench show fancy, who have bred 
him only for coler and beauty without 
improving his ability in the field. The 
Gordon setter was a highly valued field 
dog at one time. Slower-footed than the 
English or Irish long-hairs, he faded into 
obscurity when game shortages called 
for faster, wider ranging dogs. Occasion- 
ally you may see one in the field and he 
is generally giving a good account of 
himself. 


ND Now we come to a little dog with a 
big future—the Brittany spaniel, the 
only spaniel that points its game, Com- 
paratively new in the country, this little 
white -and-orange or white -and-liver 
dog, slighter of build and longer in leg 
than the English springer, has through 
sheer field performance caused a con- 
siderable number of sportsmen to look 
upon him with favor. For the man who 
wants to see his gun-dog most of the 
time and know what he is doing, the 
Brittany will fill the bill, for he hunts 
close to the gun and “checks in” fre- 


quently. To the gunner accustomed to _ 


hunting with pointers and setters, this 
habit might prove somewhat exasper- 
ating. But the Brittany is intended for 
the gunner who wants to hunt leisurely 
and without undue fuss in handling his 
dog, and in this respect the newcomer 
fills a, hitherto unoccupied stall in the 
American gun-dog kennel. 

Many Brittanies are born tailless; the 
others are docked rather short. This 
gives them a “smart” appearance which 
many like, but to me this lack of a tail 
detracts somewhat from the smoothness 
of their stride. Practically all the Brit- 
tanies I have seen have excellent noses 
and love to hunt. The breed is not par- 
ticularly bold, and will not take rough 
training. I do not mean, however, that 
the Brittany is a timid breed. He’s just 
a willing, earnest little fellow that 
doesn’t take kindly to harsh treatment 

. .and why should he? 

If you want a slashing, brush- 
busting, wide-ranging pointing dog, 
choose a pointer or an English setter. If 
you want a medium range dog with an 
equally good nose, the German short- 
haired pointer may be the dog for you. 
If you want a smaller dog, of friendly 
disposition, inclined to range even 
closer but willing and anxious to please, 
the Brittany spaniel may be just the 
ticket. In any event, consider the type

The Irish water spaniel was once a 
very popular dog among American duck 
hunters. He still has his champions, for 
he takes to water naturally and does a 
splendid job of retrieving. Not quite so 
flashy as the other retriever breeds, his 
other good qualities should not be over- 
looked by anyone who wants a strong, 
sturdy and willing retriever. 

Another purely American product, 
long in the making, is the American 
water spaniel, smallest of the retriever 
breeds. This chocolate-colored fellow is 
a strong swimmer capable of doing 
good work in rough or smooth water, 
and offers the advantage of not taking 
up much room in duck boat or blind.

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IS YOUR DOG HUNGRY?

It?s a far cry from the home-baked dog bread 


to the modern packaged dog toods of today 


Q... OFTEN when I prepare a meal 
for my dogs my thoughts turn back to 


the days of my boyhood and I cannot 
help but marvel at the progress made 
in dog nutrition during my own life- 
time. For over a hundred years scien- 
tists have been analyzing foods, feeding 
them to dogs and studying the effects, 
but this research has been conducted 
on a greatly increased scale in com- 
paratively recent years, and now the 
average dog owner has his feeding 
problems solved for him and his feed- 
ing labors reduced to a minimum. 
One of the most pleasantly nostalgic 
memories of my early youth was nib- 
bling succulent beef or pork cracklings 
from the hardening tops of great slabs 
of freshly baked corn meal cooling on a 
table on our screened-in back porch. 
Tasty morsels those to tickle the palate 
of a hungry youngster, not to be too 
badly missed by my father’s greedy 
pack of foxhounds and the several bird 
dogs that made themselves comfortable 
in the shade of the family. orchard. 
Baking dog bread was at least a 
twice-a-week procedure in my mother’s 
kitchen, sometimes — dependent upon 
the size of our pack—a daily task. And a 


careful procedure it was, for the crack- 
lin’ bread fed our dogs had to be prop- 
erly balanced and good enough to 
serve on our own table. Preparations 
generally started shortly after breakfast. 
Meal and cracklings were mixed in 
large shallow baking pans, sometimes 
with buttermilk, clabber or skimmed 
milk, more often with water. When 
thoroughly baked these pans were 
emptied out on a paper-covered table, 
the slabs cut into sizeable squares and 
allowed to cool. The feeding procedure 
was none too sanitary, I must admit, for 
the squares or chunks were generally 
tossed to the eager hounds who gulped 
them down in jig-time, yet there was 
little wasted. 

Twice a week, the butcher’s delivery 
man drove his buckboard into our alley 
and dumped over our kennel fence two 
large boxes of meat scraps and bones. 
This, certainly, was a messy procedure 
and a somewhat dangerous one, for if 
Esau, our colored kennel factotum and 
general handy man, was not right on 
the job when the feast arrived serious 
kennel fights might ensue. However, 
after a few doses of Esau’s “leather 
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tonic,” a few sharp commands gener 
put a stop to any quarreling. ‘ 

Occasionally we mixed a bit of st 
phur in the food and often mother say 
that a good portion of cooked green stu 
went into the slabs of cracklin’ brea 
Our dogs were wormed regularly ami 
their quarters kept scrupulously clean 
Parasites were kept down and each dé 
had a regular dipping. This was abo 
all the care given them, with the € 
ception of constant attention to thei 
eyes and feet. And, come te think abo 
it, this was pretty good care at that. 

Corn meal is said to “over heat” 
much to be used as a regular diet b 
our dogs stayed in splendid conditio 
It must be remembered, however, th 
ours was a working pack and ever 
the off-season summer months we ke 
them in hard condition by short nigh 
time drag races.

hicles” for certain essential vitamins, 
provide food energy in concentrated 


form, help regulate general digestion 
and directly affect the dog’s health, 
particularly the condition of his coat 
and skin. Too much fat, however, can 
be dangerous. 

Calcium and phosphorus are the 
minerals required in the largest quanti- 
ties. They serve mainly as bone and 
tooth building materials. Iron is an 
agent which aids the red blood cells to 
carry oxygen to the body cells. For the 
creation of new red blood cells, iron, 
copper and cobalt are necessary. The 
main “fluid-regulating” minerals are 
potassium, magnesium, sodium and 
chlorine, while iodine and zinc are 
needed for the hormones which regulate 
the entire body machinery. Other need- 
ed chemical elements, mostly in ex- 
tremely small amounts, are sulphur, 
silicon, manganese, aluminum, and 
fluorine. Excessive amounts of most 
minerals can poison, yet fatalities can 
eventually result from a deficiency of 
any one of the essentials. 


Were are highly specialized com- 
pounds used as raw materials for cer- 
tain key cells and fluids. Occurring and 
utilized in small -amounts, life and 
growth is impossible without them. Vi- 
tamin A is needed by the tissues of the 
mouth, digestive tract, eyes, nose, and 
glands. The B-complex group are re- 
quired by the enzymes and hormones 
which enable the body cells to use the 
nutrition of carbohydrates, fats and pro- 
teins. Vitamin D is necessary in the 


building of bone and teeth. Without. 


an ample supply puppies develop bow- 
eee begs, poor teeth’ and othersymptomsior 
rickets. Vitamin E aids certain muscle 
tissue throughout the body through its 
ability to use food energy. 

All of this sounds rather complicated 
to the average dog owner yet it is 
simple enough to the fellow who. will 
take the trouble to find out what makes 
his dog tick. Most dogs can, and many 
do, survive on almost any old kind of 


diet, for the dog is an adaptable animal. 


But for the maintenance of maximum 
health, development and happiness the 
dog must have a balanced diet which 
contains all the essentials in the proper 
amounts and enough indigestible matter 
to provide the necessary amount of 
bulk. 

This is just what the manufacturers 
of top quality prepared dog foods are 
doing today. The findings of years and 
years of scientific research go into these 
foods, to say nothing of the enormous 
expense this research work entailed. 
And for economy and convenience the 
use of these foods cannot be compared 


with the days of my youth when labor- _ 


ious baking and meat scraps of doubt- 
ful freshness were common, Nowadays, 
the dog owner has only to purchase a 
bag of prepared dog food manufactured

time if necessary, and forget the he 
aches we knew in by-gone days. 

Personally, I am a meat-feeder and 
augment my dog’s prepared food dié 
with frequent servings of raw or cooked 
meat. The dog food companies, how 
ever, have proved that this is not abso 
lutely necessary for, in their experi 
mental kennels, they have raised sey. 
eral generations of healthy dogs tha 
have never tasted meat in any form 
other than that contained in prepared 
foods. 

Prepared dog foods are available to- 
day in three basic types . . . meal, bis- 
cuit and canned. Pellet foods are made 
from meal pressed into pellet form; 
kibbled foods are biscuits broken into 
small pieces. All three of these forms 
are composed of pretty much the same 
ingredients. In the dry form, flour 
used to make a dough and the entire 
food is baked. Biscuits are “kibbled” 
into broken pieces or ground into meal, 
In canned foods, some of the ingredi- 
ents are used in a moist form, more 
moisture is often added for proper pack 
ing and the entire food thoroug 
cooked. The meal type is the most 
widely used, due probably to its cons 
venience in serving. ¢ 

It will be up to you to determine 
what quantity of food your dog should 
have every day. This requires a certain n 
amount of trial and error experimenti 
His age, size, the amount of exercise he 
gets and his condition are ‘all determi n- 
ing factors. What you want to provide 
is the proper amount of nourishment 
and some dogs need more than others 
Never feed him any more than he will 
readily eat. As soon as he loses interest, 
remove his pan, throw the food away 
and do not feed again until the regular 
feeding time. Then gauge the amount 
by the food which he readily consumed, 


Soe dogs . . . and this applies par 
ticularly to old ones. , . will gobble uj up 
far more food than they need or is good 
for them. Should any tendency to be 
come overly fat be seen, reduce the 
quantity. While I feed my sporting dogs 
a light meal in the morning and a heavy 
meal at night, the general system among 
breeders is to make one feeding a day 
do, This is generally late in the after 
noon and works out well in most cases. 
An adult dog can eat and hold a full 
day’s ration at one meal. Puppies, how 
ever, need to be fed more often. Due t 
the fact that they are growing and ai 
generally taking plenty of exercise, th 
require about twice as much food for 
their weight as do adult dogs. 1 
Whether you feed once or twice a 
day, always feed at the same time 
day, Regularity is important and m 
dogs anticipate feeding time \ 
like presi A soddchestiy

Dogs often relish a 
hange, and additions of choice morsels, 
soked vegetables, potlicker and the like 
re always welcomed. But the dog 
hould not be allowed to dictate the 
90d he should have by his own indi- 
idual taste. He may not take readily to 
ommercial dog foods, particularly if 
is appetite has been pampered, but he 
vill come around to it eventually and en- 
ay it. Milk, gravy or soup can be mixed 
a with the food to his pleasure. But 
lon’t become alarmed if he goes “off his 
eed” once in a while. Tempt him a 
ime or two with meat, fat or other ap- 
etizing morsels, but his disinterest in 
ood may be his way of giving his 
tomach a rest for a while. And going 
without food for two or three days will 
aot do him permanent harm. He will 
ike an occasional large bone, but small 
ones should never be allowed.

TS LurE of the great outdoors, 
which has interested approximately 24,- 
000,000 sportsmen enough to buy hunt- 
and fishing licenses, has also 
brought on a great»problem of how to 
provide this great army of Americans 
with fish and game. This department is 
dedicated to the cause of helping those 


sportsmen scattered throughout the 48. 


states and Canada. 

Every state has its own fish and game 
department, which aids the good work 
of the U. S. Fish & Wildlife Service, 
but the combined effort is not enough, 
so a large number of people raise their 
own fish and game for restocking. 

In this country the burden of main- 
taining fish and game must be carried 


by more people, because we never want . 


to have conditions as they are in Eu- 
rope today, where only a privileged few 
can fish and hunt at their own expense. 

Since the greatest demand for more 
fish and game comes from the heavily 
populated areas, more help must be 
given to these areas. Some eastern states 
took steps to relieve the hunting pres- 
sure on native game by licensing shoot- 
ing preserves that restock pheasants, 
bobwhite quail, and ducks, or other 
game that could be raised successfully 
in captivity. This is called paid shoot- 
ing, because the hunter pays as he goes. 
Under the terms of the special license 
the preserve owner must continue to re- 
stock the area with additional game. 

Although paid shooting may not be 
the answer to our hunting problem, it 
helps, and the expense is borne by the 
shooters who can afford it, which helps 
all hunters, because the lost birds stray 
from the preserve and restock the sur- 
rounding areas. 

Many states provide hunting dog 
owners with a special license for hold- 
ing field trials, and this also helps a 
large number of hunters, who would 
otherwise be unable to find game for 
their dogs. The Brookhaven Gun Club 
of Long Island holds several field trials 
each year under such a license, en- 
abling many hunters to shoot over their 
own dogs or over dogs supplied by the 
Club. At least a dozen field trials will 
be staged under this plan next winter in 
the metropolitan area of New York for 
hunters who heretofore have been un- 
able to do much upland game shooting, 
The Eureka Rod and Gun Club, Inc., of 
Westchester County held a field trial 
on Congressman Ralph Gwinn’s farm in 
Dutchess County last fall, and it was
